THE FIRST BLOOD 


Spilled at the Kansas St:it«, 


llouatt to ICeeorded.

TontA, Eas.. Feb. 17.— The first 


blood of the Kansas revolution Rowed 
from the now of a wrgeant on guard on 
the ewit entrance to the state house at 
9:30 this morning. As hu been tbe 
custom for two days, all entrance* to 
the cnpltal building and grounds have 
been closely guarded by tho militia- 
men. A few minutes after D o'clock ft 
squad of deputy slier ilTs anil nsaisUat 
sergeante alarms started for the stain 
louae with several large baskets of 
food for those in rpjiregentative hall. 
When they reached the entrance tbair 
farther progress was challenged. They 
told what their errand was and were 
again denied passage- through the line, 


By tola time the crowd of deputy 


sheriffs had greatly increased and soon 
became very strong. In the midst of 
theexcited altercation which WM going 
on between the militiamen and th« 
carriers some one abouted : 


"Riwb through, never mind 
the 


This order was promptly obeyed and 


the little guard of blue coal* were 
pushed rudely aside and tho deputie* 
with tbe baskets, followed by about 
one hundred men wearing the bine 
badge carried by the •berifTs powe,- 
dashed through the yard «d the long 
light of Itone *tei« pa*t the office* of 
tbe governor and adjutant and their 
guard line in the west wing and up tht

• half hour for all tbe officer* who 
ctrae in with the nuh to tnake their 
w»y into tbe ball, which wa* soon 
peeked with men ftrmed with clnb* 
and guns.

en. BuglM were sounded and lull 
companies were eftltetl out to lake the 
place of tbo corporal guard*.
